Cymbidiums are one of the most profitable orchids from a commercial 
vilewpoint,as they are heavy producers of long lasting flowers in a wide 
range of colors. They require cool night temperatures during the fall 
and winter months(down to 45 or 50 degrecs above Zero.),After the plants 
are flowering size,otherwise they will not flower. However ,when growing 
Seedlings,a year or two may be saved by growing them under Cattleya 
temperatures until the plants have two or three bulbs,at which time 

they should be large enough to flower and then will need cool nights 

in order to set flower spikes,
